BoaN  AtsonMet. 

Wlien  the  Board  has  assembled,  the 
reports,  which  have  been  placed  in 
the  safe  of  the  Secretary,  are  deliv- 
reed  by  him,  opened  and  tabi^ted, 
and  the  fibres  by  States,  from  the 
several  classes  of  correspondents 
and  agents  relating  to  all  crops,  are 
tabulated  in  convenient  parallel  eol- 
unms.  The  Board  is  thus  proN-ided 
with  several  separate  estimates, 
made  independently  by  the  respective 
classes  of  correspondents,  and  these 
are  carefully  compared  and  discuss- 
ed by  the  Board  and  the  final  figures 
for  each  State  daeidcd  vptm.'—lAv- 
ingston. 


The  great  improvement  recently 
noted  in  the  accuracy  ttnd  reliabil- 
ity of  the  crop  reports  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  especially  with  reference 
to  leaf  tdbacco,  lends  a  special  inter- 
est to  a  statement  about  to  be  issued 
by  the  Department  outlining  the 
I'ethods  employed  in  securing  and 
CO  ipiling  the  data  upon  which  the 
final  official  figures  are  based. 

The  data  used  in  the  pr^parati<m 
of  the  monthly  reports  are  obtained 
through  a  snecial  field  service  and 
corps  of  State  statistical  agents  and 
a  large  body  of  Tolnntary  corres- 
pondents eovcring  counties,  town- 
ships and  individual  firms. 

Sevwiteen  Agents. 

The  special  field  service  consists 
of  seventeen  traveling  agents,  each 
assigned  to  report  fur  a  separate 
group  of  States.  These  agents  are 
specially  qualified  by  statistical 
trailing  and  practical  knowledge  of 
crcps.  They  systematically  travel 
over  the  districts  assigned  to  them, 
carefully  note  the  development  of 
each  crop,  keep  in  touch  with  best- 
informed  opinion,  and  render  written 
and  telegraphic  reports  monthly  and 
at  such  other  times  as  required. 

Reports  For  State. 

There  are  fortj'-five  Slate  statisti- 
cal agents,  each  of  whom  reports  for 
his  own  State  and  maiutaius  a  corps 
of  correspondents  entirely  independ- 
ent of  those  reporting  directly  to  the 
Department  at  Washington.  These 
corres;)ondents  re»>ort  each  mouth 
directly  to  the  State  agent.  These 
reports  are  then  tabulated  and  weigh- 
ed according  to  the  relative  products 
or  area  of  the  given  crop  in  each 
county  represented  and  are  sommar- 
ized  by  the  State  agent. 

There  are  approximately  2,800 
counties  o^  agricultural  importance 
in  the  United  States,  in  each  of  which 
the  Departnioiit  has  a  principal  coun- 
ty correspondent  who  maintains  an 
organization  of  several  assistants. 

The  reports  of  the  county  corre- 
spondents are  forwarded  directly  to 
the  Donartiiient  ;it  Washington.  In  a 
similar  manner,  in  the  townsihps  and 
voting  precincts  in  w'nich  lai-ming 
operations  are  extensively  carried  on, 
special  coi^eqpondents  are  maintaw- 
ed  who  also  report  directly  to  the 
Department  Finally,  at  the  end  of 
the  growing  season,  a  large  number 
of  indi^^dual  fa  mers  report  on  the 
results  of  their  own  operations  dur-<l 
ing  the  year. 

First  Tobacco  Report. 

The  first  tobacco  crop  report  is 

prepared  June  1,  antT  sho-vs  the  acre- 
age and  condition  as  observed  on  thar 
date.  The  reports  for  July,  August, 
September  ^nd  October  record  the 
e<mdition  of  tiie  tobacco  crop, 
the  November  report  includes  the 
average  yield  per  acre  by  States. 
In  December  a  carefully  corrected  fin- 
al summary  is  pubUshed,  shqwing 
acreage,  yield  per  acre,  average  price 
received  by  the  grower,  and  total 
value  of  the  crop. 

At  intervals  during  the  summer  the 
expert  special  agent  havin?  charge 
of  the  tobacco  crop,  prepares  a  sum- 
mary  of  conditions  by  types.  This 
feature  of  the  reports  has  been  found 
to  bo  of  great  value,  as  it  enables 
growers  and  tlie  trade  to  differentiate 
accurately  the  production  of  different 
types  where  more  than  one  yariety 
is  grown  in  a  State. 

'  Uaks  in  Department 

From  time  to  time  "leaks"  have  oc- 
curred in  the  Department  by  which 
special  inteersts  have  received  ad- 
vance information  conceru^g  the 
condition  of  cmps  wUeh  has  been 
used  for  speculative  *>urpo8es.  It  is 
believed  that  the  system  recently 
adopted  makes  it  impossible  for  any- 
thing of  the  kind  to  occur. 

All  of  the  reports  from  the  State 
sti^stical  airents,  as  well  as  those 
ef  tile  special  field  agents,  are  sent 
to  tbe  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in 
specially-prepared  envelopes,  ad- 
dressed in  red  ink,  with  the  letter  "A** 
plainly  marked  on  them.  By  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  postal  authorities 
these  envelopes  are  delivered  to  the 
Secretaiy  of  Agriculture  in  sealed 
mail  pouches.  The  pouches  are  op- 
oied  only  by  the  Secretary  or  Assist- 
ant Secretary,  and  tlie  reports,  iHUi 
seals  unbroken,  are  immediately 
placed  in  the  safe  in  tlie  Secretary's 
o^ce,  whefe  they  remain  sealed  until 
Hm  morning  of  the  day  on  which  the 
BvTCitn  report  is  issued,  whtu  tbey 
are  delivered  to  the  statiitticisn  by 
th^  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary. 
The  corobin?^tion  for  opening  the  safe 
is  knowr.  only  to  the  Secretary  and 
the  Assistant  Secretary.  All  tele- 
graphic coq^ll1lllications  regarding 
erep  reports  are  forwarded  to  the 
Si§ittt&vy  in  cipher.

VAGARIES  OF  SOUND.

Phenomena  That  Are 
zling  to  Scientists. 
At  twiUj^ht  some  time  aRo  at  a  life 
pavln;;  station  of  the  English  coast 
noises  were  heard  that  sounded  like 
si^al  shots  from  some  distance  at  sea. 
A  t>oat  was  launched  and  sped  with 
all  possible  energy  to  the  place  from 
which  the  sounds  seemed  to  hare  come, 
but  It  returned  without  having  heard 
or  seen  anything  further.  Tet  the  sea- 
man who  had  been  left  behind  on  guard 
declared  solemnly  that  In  the  mean- 
time he  had  heard  near  shore  unmis- 
talcable  cries  for  help  from  drowning 
persons.  The  bluejackets  themselves 
are  most  luclined  to  regard  the  whole 
matter  as  supernatural  and  the  voices 
as  spectral.  Scientists  snv  that  It  is 
possible,  however,  that  such  sounds 
may  he  audible  in  remarkable  distinct- 
ness where  there  is  a  high  coast, 
though  they  may  come  from  a  great 
distance,  especially  when  persons  there 
are  placed  accldentaUy  so  tiiat  behind 
them  rises. a  wall  which  recehrea  the 
sound  and  ttrows  tt  back. 

On  anme  coasts  that  are  often  Tlslted 
by  fogs  a  legend  of  so  called  "fog 
shots'*  has  acquired  vogue.  These  are 
said  to  have  their  origin,  for  some  rea- 
son not  yet  fathomed,  within  the  mass- 
es of  fog.  AcouBtic  phenomena  are 
found  of  such  a  strange  kind  that  the 
Investigation  of  them  may  be  said  to 
be  still  very  far  from  conclusive  Tho 
most  inexplicable  secret  lies  perhaps 
not  in  the  occurrence  of  sounds,  tho 
origin  of  which  may  be  reached  only 
with  great  difficulty,  but  in  their  dis- 
appearance and  in  absolute  silence 
when  avdible  aolcea  ahooid  be  expect- 
ed. Many  a  ship  has  been  wredced  be- 
cause its  signals  of  distress,  lood  and 
uninterrupted,  have  remained  inaudi- 
ble, although  only  a  very  short  dis- 
tance from  the  coast. 

But.  again,  it  happens  that  in  such 
an  instance  tho  very  same  signals  be- 
come audible  at  a  far  greater  distance, 
where  they  provoke  great  excitement. 
A  remarkable  example  of  this  was  pro- 
duced by  the  firing  of  guns  by  the  Eng- 
lish fleet  in  the  roadstead  at  Spithead 
on  Feb.  1,  1001.  as  a  token  of  mourn- 
ing for  Queen  Victoria.  This  was  not 
heard  at  all  by  many  persons  close  at 
hand  who  were  llstenlns  for  tt  while 
at  places  mnefa  farther  away  it  was 
heard  plainly.  The  dirsetloo  of  the 
wind  failed  to  explain  Oia  aberration 
of  the  waves  of  soand.— €hieata  NewiB.

Summer  Showers  and  Winter  Storms 
Eltet  Structure  Bit 


WELLESLEY,  Mass.,  Oct.  26  — 
The  frailest  house  in  New  England 
perhaps  is  one  which  was  construct- 
ed principally  of  thick  pai>fr  and 
which  has  for  ten  years  stood  sum- 
mer showers  and  winter  storms.  The 
structure  is  owned  by  George  L. 
Abell,  of  Wellesley,  who  built  it  him- 
self during  his  spare  time  fur  a  sum- 
mer home.  A  strange  part  of  the 
history  of  the  paper  house  is  that 
Mr.  AbeU.  and  his  family  lived  in  it 
all  one  winter,  finding  it  fully  as 
warm  as  their  modem  home  in  the 
centre  of  the  town.  The  house  is 
situated  in  the  heart  of  the  woods 
of  Ridge  Hill,  a  few  miles  from  Wel- 
lesley  CoU^^e. 

'^A  love  of  country  life  and  a  de- 
sire for  the  freedom  of  isolation  were 
the  prime  factors  which  led  us  to 
build  our  home,  rough  thoueh  it  is/' 
fiaid  Mr.  AbcB. 

In  the  summer  of  1896  he  had  an 
opportunity  to  buy  two-thirds  of  an 
acre  of  laud  covered  with  fifteen  or 
twenty  years'  growth  of  chesnuts, 
oaks,  birches  and  maples.  It  was  sit- 
uated three  juiles  from  the  nearest 
railroad  station  and  thirteen  miles 
from  where  he  was  then  emi>luyed. 

The  cost  of  the  land,  $50,  had  been 
saved.  This^was  paid  over,  having 
nothing  with  which  to  build  ezceol 
what  oduld  be  saved  out  of  a  sal- 
ary of  $15  per  week.  The  firsts  sum- 
mer he  got  the  use  of  an  old  faim- 
house,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant. 
Here  he  lived,  spending  aU  his.  spare 
time  in  clearing  a  portion  of  his 
land,  cutting  stove  wood  and  exca- 
vating for  a  cellar. 

Planning  originally  to  put  up  mere- 
ly a  tent  for  a  summer's  outintr.  he 
decided  to  put  a  floor  under  it  By 
the  following  spring  he  had  saved 
$60,  and  then  various  plans  were  con- 
sidered. He  finally  decided  to  build 
a  framework  of  very  light  construc- 
tion, twelve  feet  high  in  the  center, 
pitching  to  five  feet  at  the  sides  and 
thirty  feet  square.  This  was  not  to 
be  boarded  in,  but  covered  outside 
and  inside  with  sheating  paper  and 
painted.  The  $G0  was  expended  for 
material  and  tools. 

Estimalang  how  much  of  his  sal- 
ary ho  could  spare  weekly  to  carry 
on  work  on  his  "house,"  Mr.  Abell. 
with  the  help  of  a  frienrl  who  volun 
teered  his  services,  working  spare 
moments,  completed  the  structure  in 
about  twelve  days*  working  time 
This,  however,  covered  about  four 
'months'  ehipsed  time. 

When  $150  had  been  spent  Mr. 
Abell  moved  his  family  into  the 
house,  which  then  consisted  princi- 
pally of  four  walls,  a  leaky  roof  and 
a  floor.  Bv  this  time  he  had  estab- 
Ushed  credit  with  a  lumber  dealer 
And  had  no  difficulty  in  securing  ma- 
terial whrai  needed,  paying  when  con- 
'venient. 

At  the  end  of  the  following  sum- 
mer the  house  had  been  }>artitioned 
off  a  chicken  yard  built,  fruit  tree- 
and  bushes  planted  and  considerable 
land  cleared.  Mr.  Abell  then  started 
in  business  for  himself  in  Wellesley, 
two  miles  distant,  and  lh<'  real  strug- 
gle began.  His  ineome  became  un- 
certain, but  his  credit  was  good.  The 
liouse  had  now  cost  $500,  including 
the  land,  and  Mr.  Abell  had  perform- 
ed most  of  the  work  himself.

The  flrst  coffee  imported  into 
France  cost  ovei  $16  a  pound — an 
immoiM  sum  in  those  days.  Nat- 
urally, it  was  only  for  the  wealthy. 
The  Armenian,  who  about  1680  op- 
ened the  first  cafe  in  Paris,  had  to 
serve  a  hquid  within  the  price  of  the 
middle  class.  This  he  was  able  to 
do  by  greatly  diluting  with  milk  or 
water — thus  evolving  cafe  au  lait 
and  cafe  noir.  These  mixtures  im- 
mediately jumped  into  popularity. 
But  even  they  were  beyond  the  purse 
of  the  poor  man. 

The  success  of  the  Armenian's 
venture  stimulated  a  crippled 
Frenchman  to  provide  himself  with  a 
charcoal  stove  and  a  huge  copper 
not,  with  which  he  strolled  about  the 
streets  crying  "Cahve,  Cahvef  He 
was  out  to  ciitch  the  trade  of  the 
veiy  poor  man,  and  he  could  atTord 
to  sell  his  "cahve"  cheap,  as  he  had 
first  negotiated  with  the  Armenian 
for  the  coffee  sn^unds  that  had  al- 
ready' done  service  at  the  St.  Ger- 
main des  Pres  establishment.  The 
second-hand  ccffee  is  what  you  get 
in  any  small  cafe  in  Paris  today,  be- 
tween whose  proprietor  and  the 
chefs  of  the  lai^  hotels  and  restau- 
rants the  same  deal  is  still  made.

Diunkards  were  never 
severe  in  their  denunciation  oi" 
drunkedness  and  dram  drunkers 
even  among  Churchmen  had  never 
condemned  the  moderate  drinker. 

Law  tf  Human  Natnre. 

It  wMs  a  law  of  human  nature  that 
men  never  citiidemn?d  their  own  con- 
du(  t.  Then  witii  tins'  rule  oL  eon- 
duct,  can  we  say  any  man  has  ever 
lived  who  could  or  would  have  writ- 
ten the  Bible  just  as  we  have  it. 
There  is  no  being  good  enouph  to 
have  been  the  author  of  the  book 
we  call  tlie  Bible,  except  God.  No 
cimrch  that  exists  tod;iy  would  pro- 
duce a  book  like  the  Bible. 

Mr.  Srygley  s-iid  he  believed  there 
was  as  flood  r  .en  living  today  as 
ever  lived  and  there  are  none  today 
who  could  or  would  produce  a  book 
just  like  the  Bible.  The  churches 
all  together  Would  not  produce  a 
ho«.k  just  like  the  Bible.  There  is  no 
church  alone  which  would  do  it. 
They  would  all,  or  either  of  them 
change  it  at  some  point.  Its  doc- 
trines would  be  diflSerent,  its  morality 
would  be  weakened  if  any  man 
should  undertake  to  make  a  book  to 
take  the  place  of  the  P)ible.  Some 
strong  statement  in  the  Bible  would 
be  left  out  entirely  and  others  bare- 
ly mentioned  Would  bo  made  -;troni;er. 

Book  Like  the  Bible. 

Is  there  a  church  on  earth  today 

that  would,  or  could.  i>ro<luce  a  botd>: 
like  the  Bible.  Your  brethren  would 
not  do  it,  my  brethren  would  make 
changes  if  they  had  the  task  of  writ- 
ing the  Bible.'

oughly furnished  unto  all  good 
works."  The  Kbie  he  insisted  was 
as  perfect  for  the  puipose  it  was  in- 
tended to  fill  as  its  author.  A  per- 
fect ihinir  could  not  be  added  to  or 
changed  without  maring  its  perfec- 
tion.

Size  OF  cow  STAUA 


Three  Peel  of  Space  It  Har«Hy 
for  ComforL 


A  eow  ean  lie  down  In  three  feet 
of  space  If  she  Is  of  ordinary  size,  it 
she  lies  perfectly  straight  Go  into  a 
stable,  howeyer,  where  cows  are  al- 
lowed OBly  this  amount  of  room  and 
you  win  hardly  ever  find  all  lying 
down.  Some  lie  a  little  to  one  side, 
thus  preventing  tlieir  neighbor  from 
lying. 

We  find  3^  feet  none  too  much 
space,  and  four  feet  would  be  better 
if  one  could  afford  it;  especially  for 
large  cows,  writes  Forest  Henry,  In 
the  Northwestern  Agriculturist 
Where  cows  are  crowded  into  three 
feet  it  is  an  easy  matter  for  them  to^ 
reach  one  another's  feed.  As  to  the 
length  of  platform  between  drop  and 
stanchion.  It  will  depend  altogether 
on  length  of  cowi.  I  feel  that  it  is  a 
pretty  good  plan  to  begin  at  back  of 
bam  with  four  feet  ten  inches  and  run 
to  the  front  on  the  bias  to  four  feet 
six  Incht-'s.  Ordinarily  (he  master  or 
larger  cows  come  in  first  and  go  to 
back  of  nnv.  This  gives  a  variation  of 
four  inches  which  is  nouo  too  n:uch. 
By  this  scheme  you  have  every  length 
of  tieup  and  will  come  nearer  fitting 
the  whole  herd  than  by  any  other  de- 
vice I  have  seen.  With  the  swinging 
steel  stanchion  you  can  hang  them  so 
as  to  make  a  Tariation  of  easily  two  or 
three  inches. 

There  are  devices  so  arranged  that 
by  loosening  a  nut  the  stanchion  can 
be  pushed  back  or  drawn  forward  and 
make  more  variation,  but  I  would 
much  prefer  the  common,  plain  steel 
swinging  stanchion  with  nothing  to 
eettmtU  order.

•KIM  MILK  FOR  CALVEtL 


That  Right  tnm  the  Separator  fe  Be- 
lieved to  Be  Best 

It  is  sometimes  said  that  sweet  skim 
milk  fed  directly  from  the  hand  oi 
the  separator  has  caused  the  death 
of  calves  and  young  pigs,  but  I  know 
of  no  specific  case  in  which  ihis  is 
true,  says  a  writer  in  Farmer's  Voice, 
or  experiment u!i!ch  indicate  that 
sour  skim  milk  cives  better  results 
than  sweet;  in  fact,  the  evidence  is 
very  largely  in  favor  of  sweet  skim 
milk. 

The  skim  milk  directly  from  the 
separator  has  more  or  leee  air  In  it, 
as  may  be  seen  1^  the  foam  on  the  top 
of  it    I  have  fed  this  mttk  within 

three  or  four  minutes  after  separat 
ing  to  young  calves,  and  never  had 
any  trouble  which  might  in  any  way 
be  traced  to  the  skim  milk.  This 
would  not  prove,  however,  thai  allow 
ing  a  young  calf  or  pig  to  overload  its 
stomach  with  new  milk  more  or  less 
mixed  with  air  would  not  prove  injur! 
ouB,  though  I  question  very  seriously 
whether  this  cause  alone  would  pro 
duce  death.  In  my  opinion  If  sUn 
milk  is  allowed  to  ^tand  ten  mH^^»^ 
or  so  after  separating,  the  lli^t  foam 
from  jthe  ti^  removed  and  only  it  mod- 
erate amoimt  df  the  fresh  warm  mlDi 
allowed  each  animal,  no  injurious  re- 
sults are  likely  to  occur. 

Many  farmers  think  that  because 
the  fat  has  been  removed,  a  calf  must 
be  given  all  the  skim  milk  it  can 
drink,  and  many  calves  suffer  from  toe 
much  skim  milk;  also  from  feeding 
cold  skim  milk  and  from  sour  skim 
milk,  more  especially  if  it  Is  si^t 
one  day  and  sour  another. 

While  satisfactory  results  are  re- 
ported frcnn  feeding  skim  milk,  J 
recommend  the  nse  of  sweet,  stli: 
warm  from  the  separator.

X-RAYS  TO  FINb  PKARIA 

John  J.  Solomon  has  developed 
a  plant  for  radiographing  oysters, 
to  ascertain  not  only  the  existence 

but  the  stage  of  development  of 
pearls  without  killing  the  bivalves 
or  opening  their  shells,  says  the  Chi- 
cago Journal.  As  many  as  500  oys- 
ters have  been  submitted  to  examin- 
ation in  one  minute,  hundreds  of 
shells  spread  on  a  tray  being  exposed 
at  one  time.  Oysters  showing  no 
pearls  are  Tetarned  to  Qieir  beds  : 
those  showing  partially  developed 
pearls  are  sent  into  "hospital"  to 
be  nursed,  while  those  whose  pearls 
arc  full  grown  sufTcr  the  fate  that 
attends  all  things  which  possess 
eomething  that  man  wants. 

COLOMAk  CHERRY  TREK. 

The  historic  giant  cherry  tree  of 

this  county  is  located  on  the  Abor- 
nethy  place,  southeast  of  Newberg. 
A  measurement  was  made  the  other 

day  which  gave  it  a  circumference  of 
eight  feet  11  inches  four  feet  from 
the  ground — ^this  against  the  Hub- 
hard  tree,  with  its  eight  feet  two 
inches  two  feet  from  the  ground. 
From  limb  to  limb  it  covers  an  ares 
of  53  feet,  povcn  inches  in  diameter. 
This  famous  tree  is  productive  in 
accordance  witlr  its  size.  Its  record 
crop  in  any  one  season  is  a  little 
over  2,000  pounds  of  cherries. —

This  Is  His  Cbiaf  Care  WMIe  Delvtes 
la  the  Debris  «f  BunkMi'  Wrecks. 

Tragic  Debut  of  John  Day,  a  CIsvr 
but  Ignorant  Old  Timer. 

A  great  deal  of  water  has  run  under 

the  bridge  since,  In  the  month  of  June. 
1774.  John  Day  made  his  fatal  debut 
as  a  diver  in  Plymouth  sound.  Day, 
a  clever  but  Ignorant  millwright,  had 
laid  numerous  wagers  that,  confined  In 
B  water  tight  box  and  provided  with  a 
candle,  food  aDd>  drink.  h«  would  re- 
main submerged  at  any  depth  for 
twelve  hours.  His  phm  was  that  ths 
box  should  be  fastened  \tj  screws— 
from  within— to  a  vessel  snbssquently 
sunk  and  that  wbea  ths  allotted  time 
had  ilapaea  W  akoold  withdraw  the 
fcwwi  ffiikd  Mm  ts  the  surfacs.  His 
mad  Mieme  was  actually  put  into  ex- 
ecution on  June  22,  and  Day,  as  might 
have  been  expected,  lost  his  life.  Not 
the  least  extraordinary  part  of  th©  af- 
fair is  that,  while  he  was  warned  how 
the  pressure  of  the  water  would  affect 
bis  box  and  greatly  increased  its 
strength  In  consequenc*.  no  one  seems 
to  have  so  much  as  hinted  at  the  dan- 
g.   of  his  death  from  want  of  air. 

The  diver  who  goes  down  today  to 
salve  the  contents  of  a  sunken  wreck, 
recover  a  dropped  torpedo  or  azacvte 
some  submailna  crsctiea  or  ■cpalrs  has 
better  kaowlisdgs  of  liiia  ascMsary 
risks  ha  Ms  md  tta  pNcavtMns  by 
which  ha  maj  vnl4  an  aeedlass  dan- 
ger at  his  woik  than  >ad  poor  Day. 
Science,  mindful  of  the  great  Increase 
of  pressors  brought  about  by  every 
foot  that  he  descends  beneath  the  sur* 
face  of  the  sea.  warns  him  to  go  slow- 
ly d'own  the  stepladder  that  hangs 
from  the  ship's  side  or  the  dock  wall 
and  to  pause  frequently  as  he  does  so, 
that  he  may  grow  accustomed  to  the 
Increafe  by  degrees.  By  this  means 
a  man  tit  for  the  work,  sound  of  heart 
and  free  from  npopletic  tendencies 
passes  with  little  incoavemioice  tiom 
tka  moderate  pressurs  9t  ali^  poonds 
per  square  Inch,  which  surrounds  him 
at  a  depth  of  twenty  feat,  to  that  of 
Blxty-flva  pounds  wUeh  ha  must  sus- 
t»in  after  deaoenang  ISO  feet— the 
greatest  depth  at  whfefc  hb  woric  can 
be  considered  safe. 

Once  landed  at  the  bottom  of  the  aea 
the  diver  has  a  host  of  things  to  bear 
in  mlud.  Weighted  as  he  is  with  brass 
Boled  l>oots,  coi)per  helmet  and  often  a 
treble  set  of  underclothing  below  his 
diving  suit  of  twill  and  rubber,  the 
tendency  to  rise  is  yet  so  great  that  his 
powers  of  action  are  very  limited.  He 
can  lift  a  comparatively  heavy  weight 
With  ease;  the  attempt  to  pull  down 
some  trifling  piece  of  wreckage  from 
overhead  will  probably  take  him  off  his 
feet  Readers  of  Bobert  Looia  Steven- 
son wni  remember  how  w^n,  dmiod 
hi  full  de^  sea  costume,  he  accom- 
panied a  iirer  to  his  work  the  novel- 
ist was  able  to  hop  with  ease  upon  the 
MiauBit  of  a  rock  some  six  feet  high. 
But  descend  again  he  could  not.  His 
companion  hauled  him  off  head  down- 
ward and  propiK'd  him  on  his  feet  "like 
Qu  Intoxicated  sparrow."  Even  for 
such  an  apparently  simple  piece  of 
work  as  drilling  a  hole  in  a  rock  or 
portiou  of  a  wreck  the  diver  will  per- 
haps need  to  prop  himself  against  a 
Btone  or  make  himself  secure  by  lash- 
ings to  the  object  vpon  whieb  he 
works. 

The  great  danger  agataist  which  the 
diver  must  be  ever  on  his  guard  la  that 
of  getting  his  air  tube  entangled  in  the 
debris  of  a  wreck— no  difficult  matter 
as  he  creeps  in  and  hut  of  cabin,  engine 
room  and  hold,  among  a  broken  and 
distorted  mass  of  wood  and  iron.  He 
may  have  been  moviag  in  one  direc- 
tion, all  uuconsL'lous  that  he  is  being 
helped  by  a  strong  current,  until  he 
presently  attempts  to  turn  and  finds  it 
vain.  It  is  not  the  deep  sea  diver  only 
who  runs  this  risk.  Some  years  since  a 
diver  was  at  work  in  twenty  feet  of 
water  repairing  some  dock  gates.  His 
Job  finished,  he  gave  the  signal  to  the 
boat  above  to  close  the  gates  that  he 
might  ree  if  all  worked  wdL  The  rush 
of  mcny  tooa  ef  water  a«  the  heavy 
gates  swmig  to  swept  him  between  and 
tfaroai^  theoL  In  a  flaA  he  realized 
that  his  air  p^pe  would  be  caught 
between  the  massive  doors  and  at 
the  same  moment  saw  his  only  chance 
for  life.  He  thrust  his  heavy  hammer 
head  between  the  closing  gates,  and 
this  kept  his  pipe  free  till  he  could 
Signal  for  them  to  be  reopened. 

The  old  method  of  communication 
between  the  diver  and  his  helpers  at 
the  surface  was  by  means  of  tugs  upon 
the  line,  but  nowadays  the  telephone 
or  perhaps  a  speaking  tube  accompa- 
nies the  air  pipe  at  his  sidew  And. 
though  many  divers  stU  work  in  the 
comparative  darkness,  both  oU  and 
electricity  will  shed  their  nght  upon 
the  seeae  if  need  arlsss. 

Sharks  sv*  TlsMsrs  wlth..>.whom  in 
certain  waters  the  deep  sea  diver  has 
to  count  But  the  shark  is  not  always 
so  dangerous  a  morning  caller  as 
might  be  thought.  A  diver  at  work 
In  the  cabin  of  a  sunken  ship  saw,  to 
his  dismay,  a  shark  swim  slowly  In. 
The  diver  bad  no  suitable  weapon  of 
defenso  at  hand,  and  flight  seemed 
the  only  chance  for  life— and  a  poor 
one  at  that  Meanwhile  the  Ebark 
swam  to  and  fro  In  the  cabin  as  If 
meditating  on  a  system  of  attack.  The 
diver  made  a  sudden,  bolt  for  the  door; 
the  sliaric— as  seriously  alarmed.  It 
seemed,  as  was  the  man— did  the  same 
and.  being  nni|icumbera<l  with  cos- 
tume and  in  hb  native  dement  got 
out  an  easy  flrst  and  disappeared.-'

If  he  has  tto  \ 
title  to  one>  sfmple  hKlfsr  SBSteh  Bt 
can  put  thousands  of  acres  ndar  enttl> 
vation  in  a  very  sliort  time. 

"He  has  only  to  light  the  match  and 
touch  it  to  the  dry  leaves  and  branches 
on  the  ground,  either  in  early  spring 
or  late  fall,  and  his  cultivation  Is  soon 
under  way.  No  matter  what  grew  oo 
the  ground  before  fire  swept  It  bare, 
huckleberry  bushes  will  never  fail  ta 
spring  up  luxuriantly  from  the  ashes 
and  scorched  soil.  They  will  be  is 
abundant  bearing  the  next  season. 
Wliat  the  result  may  have  been  in  loaf 
of  life  or  property  doea  not  concefB 
the  persons  who  reap  the  beBedt 

"Many  of  the  fires  that  devastate  oat 
forests  every  year  may  be  traotd  t» 
this  recklcse  and  deliberate  msktaif 
or  lapiofflai  ef  kRM^berry  patchsi. 
1  remember  one  Instance  particulail^ 
where  the  setting  fire  to  the  brush  «• 
a  boddebMiy  barren  in  northern  Penn- 
sylvania resulted  in  a  forest  fire  that 
swept  over  a  10,000  acre  timber  tract* 
doing  incalculable  damage  to  the  stand* 
Ing  timber  end  reducing  to  ashes  50,- 
000  feet  of  logs  and  lumber  and  SO,- 
000  cords  of  taubark.  representing  a 
money  value  of  nearly  $750,000.  Twen- 
ty persons  were  burned  to  death  and 
thirty  so  badly  burned  that  seven  ct 
them  died  froBB  their  injuries.

PROVED  MISSPELLING. 


An  Incident  In  the  Career  of  Stephen 
A.  Douglas. 

An  amusing  incldoit  occurred  1^  Me* 
Lean  county.  UL.  at  the  flrst  cowt 
whk:h  Stephen  A.  Doiiglas»  the  fsrnsig  { 
poUtlcaa.  attended  after  his  electloa 
as  prosecuting  attorney.  There  were 
many  Indlctmenta  to  be  drawn,  writes 
Professor  Alien  Johnson  in  his  life  of 
Douglas,  and  the  new  prosecuting  at- 
torney in  his  haste  wrote  tie  name  of 
the  county  M  Ciean  instead  of  McLean. 
His  professional  brethren  were  greatly 
amusod  at  this  evidence  of  inexperi- 
ence and  made  merry  over  liie  l»:uiider. 

Finally  Johu  T.  Stuart,  subsequently 
Douglas'  political  rival,  moved  that  all. 
the  indictments  be  quashed.  Judge 
Logan  looked  at  the  discomfited  JOOtll 
and  asked  what  be  had  to  say  to  sap- 
p6rt  the  indlctmenta. 

Smarting  under  the  gibes  of  Stoaflv 
Douglas  replied  obstinately  that  b9 
had  nothtaig  to  say.  as  he^snpposed  the 
court  would  not  quash  the  indlctmente 
until  the  point  had  been  proved.  Tlila 
answer  caused  more  merriment,  but 
the  judge  decided  that  the  court  could 
not  rule  upon  the  matter  until  the  pre- 
cise spelling  in  the  statute  creating  the 
county  had  bi'eii  nsrertaiued. 

No  one  d(  ulited  what  the  result 
would  be,  but  at  least  Douglas  had  the 
satisfaction  of  causing  his  critics  some 
delay,  for  the  statutes  had  to  be  pro- 
cured from  an  adjoining  county. 

To  the  astonliy|ment  of  court  and 
bar  and  of  Doo^A  hiaBself  tt  appeared 
that  he  had  sprilcd  the  name  correct- 
ly. To  the  indescribable  chagrin  of  ■ 
the  learned  Stuart  the  court  promptly 
sustained  all  the  indictments.  The 
young  attorney  was  In  high  feather 
and  made  the  most  of  his  triumph. 
The  Incident  taught  him  a  useful  les- 
son—henceforth he  would  admit  noth- 
ing and  require  his  opponents  to  prove 
everything  that  bore  upon  the  case  In 
hand.

The  fire  Saturday  nii^ht  on  ffiU 
«^eet  totally  destroyed  two  houses 
and  partially  burned  anotber.  Much 
of  this  damage  would  probably  have 
been  saved  if  there  had  been  a  fire 
station  in  the  North  end  of  town. 
^  The  department  responded  prompt- 
ly to  the  alarm  but  when  the  hose 
and  truck  ladder  wagons  reached 
Winn  jneniie  tlie  horses  were  nearlv 
used  up  and  had  to  climb  the  hill  on 
A  9I0W.  walk  tims  losing  valviUe 
time  in  the  early  sta^e  of  the  fire. 

,The  North  end  is  growing  raoidly, 
mpr^  raiHdly  perhaps  than  any  other 
part  of  ^(^chester.  And  in  addition 
all  the  manuf acturin?  plants  are  in 
that  end  of  the  town.  A  stronsr  wind 
and  a  fair  start  tQ  a  small  fire  might 
-€asily  destroy  that  entire  seetion  of 
the  city. 

A  hose  wagon  eonld  be  proeared 
at  a  very  small  expense,  probably 
$700  or  $800  would  cover  the  entire 
expenditure. 

Winchester  ongfat  to  havte  such 
addition  to  the  present  aj)paratus 
and  it  ought  to  be  stationed  in  the 
North  end.  The  patting  out  of  one 
disastrous  fire  would  amplv  repay 
the  city  for  such  expenditure. 

Since  writing  the  above,  snyeral 
citizens  have  spoken  to  us  about  the 
inadequacy  of  Wincliester's  fire  pro- 
tection. As  one  su.er<rested,  the  en- 
tire South  «nd  of  the  town  might 
have  f^one  Saturday  iii<rlit  if  :i  fwv 
had  broken  out  in  the  Brown-Proc- 
toria  or  some  central  point.  The 
department  was  all  in  the  North  end 
and  before  it  could  have  been 
brouirht  back,  a  fire  would  have  got- 
ten a  start  past  eontrdlling. 

-We  would  have  been  e(>nip<'lled  to 
eall  on  some  of  our  sister  cities  but 
we  alread3r*»know  that  snch  help 
while  ^ven  cheerfully  usually  gets 
here  after  the  damage  is  done. 

The  fire  department  should  ask  a 
committee  af  the  C<mncil  to  investi- 
gate the  subject  and  the  Commereial 
Club  ought  to  take  the  matter  in 
hand.  It  is  only  a  short  time  before 
we  will  have  to  have  additional  ap- 
paratus. Why  not  take  time  by  the 
forelock  and-'  make  provision  before 
^biB  damagCL »  done.

Tme  sportsmen  are  waking  up  all 
over  the  country  to  the  evils  of  in- 
discriminate tailing  and  to  the  ne- 
eessijafof'  more  thoroughly  protect^ 
iniirgame.  Bat  Kentneky  should  en- 
deavor to  enforce  the  laws  now  on 
the  statute  books.  The  Commercial 
•ays:  •  " 

This  year  has  been  a  particularly 
hard  one  on  iish  and  game.  The 
drouth  lowered  the  water  in  the 
streams,  almost  depriving  the  fish 
«f  tiiMr  natnral  habitat  and  exposing 
many  of  them  to  death  or  easy  cap- 
ture. The  fisliinc:  in  niany  places,  as 
pointed  out  by  a  correspondent  in 
a  -recent  letter  to  The  Commercial 
has  been  wantot^  dtestruction.  In  the 
lor«sts  the  wild  animals  have  had  to 
flee  thi^fire  and  have  been  driven,

WASHINGTON,  p.  C.  Oct  26.— 

Elections  will  be  held  in  the  vari- 
ous States  and  in  the  Territories  of 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  November 
3.  Three  States  Oregon,  Maine  and 
Vermont  have  heSd  their  Stdte  elec- 
tions and  have  nam^d!'- members  of 
the  next  Congress— ih«  sixty-first. 
Arkansas  and  Georgia  have^fjamed 
State  ofScers  onlv  and  will  select 
Congressmen  in  the  eomincr  election 
In  twenty-eight  States  Governors  or 
other  State  otlicers  to  be  llected' 
a  number  of  these  States  will  elect 
members,  the  legislation.  Six 
States  will  choose  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  or  minor  State  of- 
ficers. In  seven  (^on<;ressraen  otdy 
are  to  be  elected,  and  in  two.  Con- 
gressmen and  a  Legislature  only. 

The  terms  of  Uiirty-one  United 
States  Senators,  ei^teen  RcpnUi- 
cans  and  thirteen  Democrats^  ez^re 
Mnrch3,  1909.  Alabama,  Arkan5?as. 
Louisiana  and  ^faryland  have  chos- 
en Democrajts,  and  KAitucky  a  Ke- 
publican,  while  Vermont  has  Chosen 
two  Republicans  The  present  Sen- 
ate is  composed  of  sixty-one  Repub- 
licans and  thirty-one  Democrats 

Members  of  the  National  House 
of  Reoresenta fives  are  to  be  elected. 
Orcon,  Vermonl  and  Maine  have  al- 
ready chosen  Republican  represent- 
atives. In  some  of  the  Southei-n 
States  Democrats  only  have  been 
nominated,  while  in  others  Prohibi- 
tion, Socialist  and  Independence 
Party  nominees '  will  oppose  Renub- 
Hc.ms  and  Democrats.  The  present 
House  is  composed  of  391  members.

In  these  exercises, 
which  afe  very  eerAe,  the  cadets 
struck  one  (mother  fierc^y  and  with 
wild  cries ;  btit  the  moment  a  pre- 
arranged signal  was  given,  or  the 
fight  came  to  an  end,  the  oombatants 
drew  themselves  up  in  a  line  and 
their  faces  assnmed  an  oipression  of 
wooden  oompasQie.  In  ail  the  pnblie 
scliools  prominence  was  given  to 
military  exercises,  and  the  scholars 
took  part  in  them  with  enthnsiasm. 
Even  in  their  walks  they  practiced 
running,  flanking  and  sudden,  unex- 
pected attacks  .of  one  party  on  an- 1 
other.

TRIAL  BY  JURY  IN  ENGLAND.  • 

Trial  by  jury  is  not  a  popular  in- 
stitution in  the  coimty  courts.  Of 
the  836,529  actions  determined  last 
year  only  887  were  tried  by  juries. 
On  three  of  the  most  important  l  ir- 
cnits — the  Manchester,  the  Leeds 
and  the  Bolton  circuits — ^not  a  single 
cnse  was  tried  by  a  jury  all  through  ! 
the  year.  On  the  Cardiff  circuit  tlie 
jury  box  was  oecufiied  but  once,  and 
on  the  Xewcastle  and  the  Carlisle 
circuits  not  more  than  twice.  Curi- 
ously enough,  the  demand  for  the 
services  of  jurymen  is  diminished 
as  the  business  of  the  county  courts 
has  increased.  Twenty  years  ago, 
when  the  number  of  actions  deter- 
mined was  211,969  less,  the  num- 
ber tried  by  juries  was  ZfH  mors.— 
London  Globe.
